The letter of the Chairman, Caloutta Ourporation, No. 9922H., dated the 2nd September 


1902, forwarding the Annual Report of the Special Health Officer on Plague in 
Caloutta during the year 1901-1902. 


Tue Acting Lioutenant-Governor has read with great interest the report 
submitted by Major H. E. Deane, R.4.m.c., Special Health Officer, on plague in 
Calcutta for the year May 1901 to June 1902, 

2. Following the course which it took in the two previous years, the 
disease, which existed in a sporadic form from May to December, broke out in 
an epidemic form in January, and died down again in June. Compared with 
the outbreak in 1901, the epidemic began earlier in the year under review, 
its growth and decline were rapid, and it failed to reach the same degree of 
intensity. Tbe total number of recorded deaths is shown as 6,925 against 
7,398 in 1901 and 7,373 in 1900. The number of attacks reported was 7,418, 
and the percentage of deaths was 93°3. ‘The mortality among cases seen alive 
was 71°6 per cent. and among cases admitted to hospital 82:2. This would 
‘appear to indicate that a number of cases in which the patients recovered 
were not reported. The ratio of deaths to attacks in India - generally is 77°3 

er cent., while the ratio in the chief towns of India is 833 per cent. In 

ongal, outside Calcutta, the percentage of deaths last year was 80-1, but it 
is impossible to say whether this lower percentage is due to more healthy 
conditions in the mufassal and to the greater facilities which there exist for. 
evacuating houses, or to defective reporting and diagnosis. Separate enquiries 
show that in Caleutta there is still some concealment of cases which do not end 
fatally, espovially among Muhammadans, but the Acting Lieutenant-Governor 
is disposed to agree with Major Deane that on the whole the mortality from 

lague is accurately recorded. The proof of this is that the record accounts 
Pally for the excess of mortality in the town. 

8. Major Deane’s report discusses with great caution the various conclu- 
ions which may be suggested from the experience of the last three years as 
to the course of the disease, the cause of infection, and the methois of prevent- 
ing the spread of plague, and it would appear that our knowledge of tke subject 
has not materially advanced. He is inclined to think that ie spread of the 
disease in Calcutta, as compared with other towns of India, is to some extent 
checked by the comparatively free ventilation of the city and the exposure of the 
germs to the action of sun and wind which is caused by the existence of bustis 
and other open spaces. ‘The conditions specially favourable for plague are dark- 
ness and absence of ventilation; and where they prevail, as in Wards Nos, V, VI 
VII and VIII, the epidemic is severe, In dusiis the cases are more scattered 
than among the crowded masonry buildings and narrow streets of the wards 
noted above. These facts show the necessity of opening up these wards with 
streets, and of carrying out the improvements suggested by the Building 
Commission which considered tlie subject in 1897. With regard to infection, 
Major Deane is disposed to think that the disease is not highly contagious, but 
that the infectious matter is conveyed by the air or some other medium to the 
localities which are suitable for its growth. He is not in favour of the theory 
that infection is carried by rats, though this opinion is strongly held by the 
District Medical Officers. © 

4. With regard to the measures of defence against plague, Major Deane 
argues that it is of the greatest importance to provide for the immunity of man 
‘and his surroundings. 1t appears to be impracticable in the !present conditions 
of life in Calcutta to provide an artificial immunity, and the fact that only 40 
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> 
goa were inoculated during the year confirms the conclusion. The Acting 
ieutenant-Governor, however, observes that im soffie conditions inoculation 
is practicable, and attention is directed to the successful results which were 
tained in the district of Gaya during the epidemic of 1901, an account of 
which is given in the extract apedaae: 

5. Of the other more practicable measures of defence against plague, the 
report adds testimony to the value of disinfection, especially when it is accom- 

ied by the demolition of infected huts. The effect of demolition could not 
fo fully tested, as it was, in accordance with the rules, confined to non-masonry 
buildings, and in many cases could not be carried out until the cpidemie 
had effected a lodgment, The result, ax stated by Major Deane, was that 
“many lives were saved by demolition. Only three or four cases occurred 
among the inhabitants after removal,” and these may have been due to previous 
infection, The Acting Lieutenant-Governor is aed to observe that the 
action taken in this direction was successful, It is not, however, capable of 
great extension, as it is difficult to house the families whose huts are destroyed 
But such demolition is evidently of considerable value in clearing away centres 
of the disease, which could not be removed by disinfection. ‘The evidence of 
the value of disinfection continues to increase, and it is sutisfactory to learn 
that the disinfection of every plague-infected room and of the surroundings of 
the houses has been carried out with the general good-will of the people. There 
is no suggestion in the report that a general disinfection of dangerous localities 
should be carried out in anticipation of plague, as was done in 1900, and the 
experience of the past year seems to show that sueh action is not required. It 
is satisfactory to find that no serious difficulty has been found in carrying out 
the work of the department. Advice and warnings have generally induced the 
owners or occupants of huts to carry out the work of demolition, while ti 
was no opposition to the disinfecting operations. The Corporation are ¢o- 
as in the efforts to stop the disease by the sanitary improvement of 
bustis and other parts of the town. 

6 The Acting Lieutenant-Governor cordially acknowledges the good 
work done during the year by the Special Health Officer and the District Officers 
and their staffs, He regrets to notice that there were 18 cases of plague among 
the staff, but it appears that the cases were, generally of mild type, and it is not 
clear that they were contracted in the course of plague duty. The thanks of 
the Government are due to Major Deane and the District. Medical Officers for 
sheir reports and notes on the year’s work.

IN OQULATION AGAINST PLAGUE. 
Extract from a Note recorded by the District Magistrate of Gaya in regard to the” ne z 


Inoculation against Plague in that Discrict in 1901. er 


Para.—8. In the Gaya town somo fg anna were iaoculated by the Civil Surgeon 
and his assistants up to the 3lst March 1901. Careful enquiry was made to discover if any of 
these persons became attacked with plague, and if they were, to record the result, I should 
note on that the plague germ is supposed to incubate for eight or ten days, which means 
that the germ may attack a person to-day, but that person may not develop signs of the 
disease for eight or ten days. Now, of all the 3,716 persons inoculated in Gaya town up to 
the 31st March, we discovered 31 that were subse wen attacked with the disease. Of these 
27 recovered and 4 died. O£ those that di 3 died within ten days after inoculation, 
that is to say, that they may have had the disease before inoculation, in which case 
° inoculation had not a fair trial: only 1* died after the 
care Li by the Girl Surge, period of ten days. So we find, as far as our information 
goes, that of 3,716 persons inoculated, only 31 were attacked 
with the disease, and only | died after the ten-days’ period. Now the population of Gaya 
town at the census of 1891 was about 80,000. Of these a large number had left the town at 
the outbreak of the epidemic ; say 60,000 remained inthe town. This is possibly a large 
estimate, but let it be said then that 56,000 were not inoculated. The total number attacked 
frora plaguo and suspected fever up to the 31st March was 4,720, and the total number of 
deaths was 4,643. Allowing for the persons inoculated, we may assume that of 56,000 persons 
not inoculated, 4,689 were attacked by plague and suspected fever, and 4,69 of these died. 
‘faking the returns of only such attacks and deuths as the people themselves admitted to be 
plague, we have 56,000 persons not inoculated, 1,558 attacks from plague, and 1,517 deaths. 
9. ‘Taking only such as the people admitted to be plague, we find that among 
uninoculated persons about 2°8 ‘ond cent. were attacked and 2°7 per cent. died. ‘Takin; 
all cases of suspected fever as well as admitted plague, we get 8°3 per cent. attacked and 8* 
Mag por ag ey among those inoculated only 1-2 per cent. were attacked, and only 
er cent. died. 

M0. ‘faking, therefore, only cases admitted to be plague, we fiud the proportion of 
deaths among the uninoculated to be 14 times greater thau amonz the inoculated ; and 
taking all deaths from suspected fever as well, the greater part of which were no doubt 
deaths from piague, we get the proportion of deaths among the uninoculated to be 41 times 
greater than among the inoculated. ‘These figures are for the town of Gaya. They should 
be rezarded as only approximutely accurate; but they are as accurate as possible in the 
circumstances. 

11. Mr. Musavi, the officer thon in charge of the Jehanabad Circle of the Tikari Ward’s 
Estate, kindly prepared for me figures showing the result of inoculation carried out under 
his supervision in the Jehanabad Circle, obtained by personal enquiry and by checking the 
reports of his own subordinates, I give nis figures—

‘These figures show that of persons uninoculated 8'3 per cent. died, while among those 
that were inoculated ouly 1-9 per cent. died, and of these many may haye been attacked 
before inoculation, These figures are collected from the statistics of many villages, the 
details of which are in the Magistrate’s office. 

12, Mr. Wright, the Manager of the Deo Estate, writes that 937 persons were 
inoculated in Deo. Of these, 11 — only were’ attucked with plague and only 6 died 
within 10 days of inoculation. These figures show that only 1+1 per cent. of inoculated 

ns were attacked, and 0 6 per cent. died, and that all the deaths occurred within the ten- 
a period. These figures may be regarded as reliable, as the inoculations were performed 
under Mr. Wright’s own supervision, and he made personal enquiry as to the result. 

13. On the 31st day of May last, the late Mr. Burton, then in charge of the Auran, 
bai Circle of Tikari Ward’s Estate, wrote to meas follows of the results of inooulation 
carried out under his supervision :— 

. _ “In all 5,780 persons were inooulated while the Doctor Babus were with me. Up to 

date I have uot had a report of a single death after inoculation from ‘ plague.’ ” 

ged — Ogilvy, Manager of the ‘Likeri Estate, gave me the following statistics on the 
ay last :— 

“« Singhi.—Every inhapitant, male and female, inoculated. One or two deaths after 
inoculation within the first week. Nune, as far as I know, later.” 

* clandrap.—Every inhabitant inoculated. Deaths ceased afterwards. Had been three 
or four deaths.” E 

_ “ Dhanhsir.—Every soul inoculated. No case. Vi infected (rats dying).” 
» Bham.—Every soul inoculated, No cases (rats died).” 
“ Birnawa,— Every soul inoculated. No cases (rats died).” 
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_ “ Anti.—A large proportion of inhabitants inoculated. No cases after inoculation : 
25 fo 30 deaths Nokokn uninoculated.” 
4, .° Achhki.—General deaths prior to inoculation. Every soul inoculated. No subsequent 
*asos,28 far as hoard.” 
*» * Bimri=-Almost whole village inoculated. No cases.” 
. “ Banchar.— Whole village inoculated. No cases.” . 

Mr. Ooates, District Superintendent of Police, gave me the following account of his 

jes :— 

“Khaira.—Onutpost Rafiganj; some inoculated ; most not. Inoculated, no deaths: 
uninoculated, a number of deaths. Results—all uninoculated subsequently got done.” 

“ Bhadwa.—Outpost Rafiganj ; some inoculated ; most not done. Amongst those inoculated 

plague and recovered ; amongst uninoculated no recoveries.” 

“ Pogar.—Outpost Rafiganj, 4 miles west. Numerous cases of plaguo. Daily deaths. 
Mesers. Ogilvy and Burton then went there and got every man, woman and child done. 
Not another case of plague after it was done.” 

“ Baruna.--Near Pogar. Every man, woman and child inoculated. Subsequently 
village became plague-infected. Rats died, but not one caso of plague amongst the 
inhabitants.” 

“ Khiriwan.—Near Madanpur outpost. Deo Raj arranged to inoculate 200 or 250, but 
when Civil Hospital Assistant went there, all refused: reason, the Mullah (a Jvlaha) had 
forbidden it. t—200 or 800 deaths from plague, mostly Jolahs, and amongst’ the 
number our friend the Mullah.” 

15. Making every allowance for the unavoidable difficulty of obtaining accurate statistios 
in respect of inoculated persons after they have gone to their houses, it must be admitted 
that the figures afford conclusive evidence of the marked efficacy of inoculation. Looking 
at inoculation from the point of view of a preventive, the results are still more striking ; 
while in the oase of uninoculated we find that nearly all who were attacked died, in tho case 
of those who had been inoculated we find that out of the 42 attacks of which we have authentic 
information, only 1 died after the ten-days’ period. It must also be recollected that the people 
were at first douttful of the value of inoculation and were inclined to ascribe bad effects tdsit, 
and hence perhaps the tendency was to exaggerate the number of deaths after inoculation 
rather than to minimise it. But the most striking evidence of the value of the mensure as a 
preventive was its great popularity latterly, after its effects had been experienced by the 
people, which was shown by the readiness with which they came fo. ward to be inoculated in 

bruary, March, April and May in the western parts of the district, where trained medical 
officers had heen deputed for the purpose. In all some 23,000 persons were inoculated of 
their own free will in the Gaya district.

I am directed to submit the following report on the state of the sult 
market for the second quarter of the year 

1902-1903, comprising the months of July, 
August and September 1902. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cleared during the quarter 
amounted to 28,29,527 maunds, as compared with 32,49,311 maunds in the 
preceding quarter, and 28,29,273 maunds in the corresponding quarter of the 
previous year; and the net amount of duty levied thereon was Rs. 66, 14,048, 
against Rs, 76,80,087 in the previous quarter, and Rs. 66,07,664 in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. 

3. The balance in hand of locally-made salt in Orissa was exhausted in 
the previous quarter and there was no fresh manufacture. 

4, The subjoined Table (1) shows in detail the importations into the 
port of Calcutta and the total clearances of sea-imported salt during the 
quarter, as compared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the 
two previous years:—

7. The quantity of salt despatched during the quarter by the East Indidn 
Railway to stations beyond Buxar amounted to 810 maunds, against 1,620 
maunds in the previous quarter and 810 maunds in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 


8. The quantity of saltpetre salt excised inthe refineries of the Lower 
Provinces durimg the quarter amounted to 3,187 maunds as compared with 
4,742 maunds in the previous quarter, and 2,814 maunds in the corresponding 
quarter of the previous year. 


9. The shipments of Liverpool sult during the quarter for the port of 
Calcutta, according to the published market reports, amounted to 18,300 tons. 
lt is reported that no vessel for Calcutta with salt from Hamburg was afloat 
at the end of the quarter.

Tue Caleutta Municipal Administration Report for 1901-1902, which is 
the second year during which the amended Municipal Act has been in force, 
shows that the revised constitution continues to work smoothly and to produce 
good results, The Commissioners have discharged tbeir duties zealously. 
the Corporation met 23 times during the year, and on an average over two- 
thirds of the Commissioners attended each meeting. The General Committee 
held 56 meetings, and the average attendance was 10 out of 12, There were

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10 Special Committees and 19 Sub-Committees appointed during the year, and 
it is evident from the report that much. good -work was done by them. The 
report is not altogether in the form which was accepted by the Corporation in 
their Secretary’s letter No. 2881M., dated the 14th March 1902, and upon this 

int separate orders will be passed. Nor has the report been reviewed by the 
ecteal Committee, as required by section 17 of Act III of 1899. a the 
Resolution of Government, dated the 2lst September 1900, reviewing the 
report for 1899-1900, it was pointed out that (as in the present year) the Chair. 
man had forwarded copies of the proceadings of the Genteal Committee and 
of the Corporation at meetings held to consider the report, but that this action 
was not in exact compliance with the law. What is required is an expression 
of the views of the General Committee and the Corporation respectively as a 
whole, and not the opinions of individual members. If any Commissioner has 
criticism to make on the report, it would b: more convenient that they shou!d 
be” made by way of definite motions on which the general opinion of th» Com. 
mittee or Corporation could be taken: these instructions should be complied 
with in future years The map submitted with the report would be more use 
ful if it showed the division of the town into wards, 

The main features of the year were the reorganization of Administra- 
tive Departments, and the completion of arrangements for undertaking works of 
improvement. Defects of previous years and o!d obstructions to good adminis- 
tration are being cleared away. Outstanding claims have been settled by 
arbitration, with the result that demands amounting to Rx. 10,69,602 have been 
reduced to Rs. 4,27,945 and have b en paid off. Simultaneously, by a reorg ni- 
za‘ion of the Collection Department, the large balance of outstandin taxes, 
amounting to Rs, 9,23,095 on 31st March 1901, has been reduced by ¢ llections 
and cancellations to Rs, 4,19,197. Of the total outstandings, only Rs. 8,29,157 
could be collected, but the Acting Lieutenant-Governor ree ignises the value of 
the work done in clearing up the confusion in this department. Since the cl se 
of the year further cancellations have been ordered, and it is expected that only 
about 1} lakhs will remain, which must be realised by civil suits. From the 
report of the pr.coding year (paragraph 15), it appears thut there was a 
difference of ‘hone Rs. 30,00 between the amounts shown as balance by the 
Warrant and Accounts Departments, and numerous bills were missing in the 
Warrant Department. The final report does not say how the accounts have 
been Zeooniciled, and it is presumed that the difference has been struck off, 

8. Among the schemes of reorganization may be noticed the division 
of the town into four districts, which was experimentally begun in 1900. 
Each district is now compl-tely manned with a Health Department and 
an Engineering Department, 80’ arranged as to be easily controlled by the 
Central Office. The control of the Conservancy Department has been ‘trans- 
ferred from the Health Officer to the Engineer, and the working of this 
arrangement should be noticed in future reports. The co-operation of Ward 


. Commissioners has been invited, and hus been made possible by the division of 


‘ed that a system which secks to enforce punctual payment conld be intr 


-the town into districts for administrative purposes, and the development of this, 


system by which the services of Municipal Commissioners in'erested in the 
conservancy and improvement of their districts can be fully utilized promises 
excellent results. The Collection Department was reorganized during the ycar 
by the amalgamation of the Collection and Warrant Departments. The previous 
Collector had no coercive powers, and the issue. of warrants by a separate 
department involved delays which resulted in a large accumulation of arrears, 
as already mentioned. arrants are now issued generally within three months 
of the tux becoming due, The consequence was that during the past year over 
98 per cent. of the real current demand was collected. The results cannot be 
compared with those of previous years, as the collections were made from the 
current demand only, whereas for previous years the percentage of collections 
was calculated on the current and arrear demand, but the figures as they stand 
are eminently satisfactory. It does not appear thet any undue coercion had to 
be exercised during the year. Out of the total collections of Rs 42,05,935, only 
Rs, 1,07,493, or 2°5 per cent., were collecied by coercive messures. Distrained 
property was removed in 117 cases and sold in 39 cases. Itwas not tobe oe rer

without some discontent, but it is satisfactory to read in the report that “the 
pressure of the Warrant Department is now a thing of the past, and that rata- 
payers have become habituated to the prompt and punctual payment of municipal 
demands,” Tne working of the License Department was less satisfactory, for 
the revenue has not increased in proportion to the growth of the city, and the 
system is ‘ele A deficient in certain particulars, while the percentage of 
collections was only 79°88. It appears that the attention of the Commissioners 
has been directed to the defects of this department. 

4, Other improvements during the year which remain to be noticed were 
the reorganization of the workshop and the abolition of the Store Deprrtinent, 
which has been a source of much wasteful expenditure in the past, The 
Secretary’s office was placed on a better footing, and there is now less delay in 
dealing with correspondence and complaints. ‘The revision of the system of 
accounts is in progress, and it is hoped tLat this difficult mitter wil! soon bée* 
satisfactorily concluded. The Municipal Market, which has b-come an increas. 
ing source of income, has been improved and is ahout to be extended A better 
system of lighting the streets has aed possible under the new contract, and 
Welsbach lamps are to be generally introduced: during the year 5,900 new 
burners were supplied. The Building Department was reorganized ind placed 
under the Deputy Chairman with four qualified surveyors, who have ‘taken the 
place of the large establishment previously employed under the Road and 
Engineering Department. The Hea'th Department is now altogether dis- 
sociated from the Building Department, and it is a question whether this is 
altogether desirable. It appears that the Health Department is restricted to 
independent action in connection with existing nuisances only, but special 
cases must sometimes arise where the opinion of the Health Officer would be 
valuable in regard to applications for now buildings. If it be the case, as 
stated in the report, that the insanitary condition of certuin areas in Calcutta 
is due more to structural defects then to any other cause, the importance 
of intimate relations between the Building and Health Uepartments is 
obvious, and the Acting Lieutenant Governor feels no doxbt that the 
matter will receive attention. It is satisfactory that the methods for dealin 
with building applications have been cleurly laid down, and are being sicfuesed 
by qualified surveyors. It is observed that there are still diffeulties of 
procedure to be overcome, and that it has not been possible to give full effect 
to the provisions of the Act on the subject. It is especially difficult to deal witlr 
mistakes of the past, but something has been done to define the legal position, 
and it is hoped that arrangements will be made to preveut tle delays in pro. 
cedure which have hitherto operated against the usefulness of the Department. 
Tue Building Depariment dealt with 7,148 applications during the year, 
but it is not said how they were disposed of. Apparently a large nu uber ‘were 
summarily rejected on the ground that they were not accompanied by plans : 
of the applications properly submitted, about 65 por cent. were sanctioned, 
The work of the Department has been considerab!y helped by the appointment of | 
the new Municipal arecaie who has after local enquiries caused many works 
to be carried out in accordance with the regulations. On the other hand, it is 
unsatisfactory that out of 725 cases in which demolition was ordered by him, 
the orders weve obeyed in only 80 cases, and a further report on the subject 
will be called for Bye-laws were framed on certain subjects during the year, 
but there has been considerable delay in submitting, for the final approval of 
Government, a set of bye-laws dealing with obstructions and encroachments on 
streets.and the regulation of markets and slaughtor-houses. 

5. The report is comparatively silent on the subjec! of conservancy, 
and there are indications that more might be done towards the cleansing of 
the streets, especially in the poorer parts of the town, The difficulty appears 
to lie in the provision of carts and bullocks or ponies, though there was a 
considerable increase of expenditure on this account. The re ort, however, 
does not contain the usual tabular information on this Ps eae and the 
omission will be dealt with in a separate letter. It is hoped that the Corpora- 
tion will be successful with the improved system of incineration which is about 
to be introduced, and that an exteneion of the gowkhanas will enable the 
uupicipal cattle to be used to greater advantage. . 
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. 6. The outturn of work done by the Engineering Department would 
have been pMster but for the delay in carrying out the Suburban Drainage 
Scheme. This subject has already been dealt with by Government, ‘The 
scheme had been well advanced on lines generally approved by Mr. Baldwin 
Latham, but, on a further reference to him upon certain disputed points, he 
recommended a new design for the outfall, by which tlie sewage should flow 
* direct from the drains into a tidal channel. Government has agreed with the. 
Commissioners that this proposal is unsuitable, and it is hoped that the scheme, 
as now approved, will be completed as rapidly as possible. Four lakhs of 
rupees were expended during the year on the town and suburban sewage 
_ outfall and the works connected therewith. The most important work in hand 
is the completion of the main sewer from Kidderpore to Ballygunge, and of the 
outfall. It appears that this sewer has been constructed on a scale which is 
fot approved by Mr. Latham, and care will be necessary to prevent the deposit 
of silt. The other sewers will be constructed in accordance with his recom- 
mendations. Some progress was made in the extension of the filtered and 
unfiltered water-supply, and a scheme was worked out for the prevention of 
waste and for a continuous supply. ‘The works in hand are estimated to cost 
about 50 lakhs of rupees, and it is hoped that the Corporation will make 
sure that the Engineering Department is manned with a fully qualified staff. 

7. The health of the town was not as good as usual during the year, 
The number of deaths from plague was less than in 1900-1901, but there’ was 
an epideu ic of small-pox, while diarrhoea and dysentery were slightly above 
the normal. ‘lhe work of disinfecting plague-infected rooms was carried on 
without opposition and with good results. ‘he demolition of huts, which had 
been proved to be centres of the disease, was’ also successfully undertaken, 
compensation being paid to the owners. ‘he registration of births is still 
unsatisfactory, being only 10:7 per thousand, while as to tho birth-rate a compari- 
son of the Calcutta figures with those of other towns and the statistics of infant” 
vaccination lead to the conclusion that the true birth rate must be at least 
double the repoited figure. The usual method adopted for improving the 
system of rogistration is to prosecute those who are found not to have reported 
births, but no information is given on this subject. The low registered birth- 
rate must account to a great extent for what is apparently a very high death- 
rate among infants, amounting tu 330 per thousand, but it the death-rate is true, 
it is satisfactory to notice that it has fallen considerably, inasmuch as during 
the ten previous years the averago exceeded 400 per thousand. The policy 
of bustee improvement was pushed on with vigour, and work is either going 
on or in contemplation in more than 100 bustees. The progress of the 
work is, however, almest unavoidably slow, and the Corporation have not 
solved the difficult question of housing those who are compelled to quit the 
condemned bustees. It is hoped that they will seriously take in hand the 
necessary improvement of the suburban area, where, as suggested by one of 
the members of the General Commitiee, it may be possible to lay ‘out the 
unoccupied spaces so as to house the poorer classes and to provide good roads 
and easy communications. The general introduction of elect. ic tracticn on the 
tramways should make the solution of this problem easier, since it will make 
the Suburbs more easily accessible. Something was done in this direction by 
the erection of a model dwelling-house in Bhowanipore, but such houses are 
more suited to supply the wants of the artizan classes. The Corporation are to 
be congratulated on the improvements which they have introduced, and which 
they propose to introduce, in the Vaccination Department. The work of the 
year showed a great improvement in regard to infant vaccination over that 
previously recorded. In connection with the health of the town, it is satisfac- 
tory to note that six new squaresare being opened out, and that steps have been 
taken to remove the cemeteries from within the town limits, 

8, Although good progress has been made during the year in strengthen- 
ing the organization for the improvement of Calcutta, the actual expenditure on 
the main schemes was, as already noted, compatatively small, and the demands 
in the near future will be very great. It is therefore satisfactory to find thut 
the finances of the Corporation are in a sound condition. ‘he valuation of the 
town has increased by about 50 lakhs of rupees in, the last ten years, and, since 
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the introduction of the new Municipal Act, the increase has been over 14 lakhs. 
During the last year four wards were re-assessed, and the tot&l increase of 
valuation of the year was over 94 lakhs. ‘Ihe income from the general rates 
increased by Rs, 2,15,000 owing to new assessments and better collections, It 
is observed from the discussion on the report in the meeting of the Corporation 
that there is some dissatisfaction with the valuation of residential houses in the 
_ north of Calcutta. This question was settled in 1888, when the Act of that year 
* provided that such houses should be valued, not on therent which they might be 
expected to pay, but on the cost of construction. The former system had been 
previously in force, but owing to the prejudice which exists among Hindus 
against living in hired houses, it was found that under it residential houses 
were valued at from 30 to 50 per cent. below their real value. In order to 
remedy what was then stigmatised as a scandal, the system was altered to a 
valuation on the cost of construction, Protests were made at the time from 
influential quarters, but after full inquiry, the principle was maintained by 
Government, and it was again reaflirmed when the law was amended in 
1899. When the first revaluations were made under tho amended Act 
of 1888, it was impossible to give ful effect to the change of system, and the 
revisions of assessment were not strictly made. It is therefore not a matter of 
surprise that the revision now being ‘made should add considerably to the 
valuation. This method of assessment, however, possesses the elements of 
certainty. ‘The houses are measured, and the cost of construction can be 
accurately ascertained. If mistakes are made, they can be easily corrected, 
if necessary, by a judicial decision as to the measurements or the rates of 
construction. The results are checked by the prices which are ascertained 
to have been realised in sales, or to have been calculated for purposes of 
partition. It is reported that a considerable portion of the increase in the valu- 
ation is due to the rise in the value of land which is included for the purposes of 
assessment. Governmert has no reason to doubt the fairness of a system by 
which a residential house is valued on the capital which would be expended 
in constructing it, in addition to the value of the land. It appears that the 
assessment work of the year gave rise to 3,687 objections, but no information 
is given as to the percentage of this number on the total assessments made or 
as to the ultimate fate of these objections, However, in Table No. XXXV, 
Appendix A, it is shown thatthe total increase of valuation was Rs. 12,64,412, 
of which Rs. 4,90,060 was obtained after disposal of objections, so that 
the percentage of objections may be estimated at about 38. In future years 
some further information should ‘be given showing how these objections are 
disposed of, and the extent to which reductions of assessment are allawed 
owing to exceptional circumstances under proviso (iii) to section 151 of the 
Municipal Act. 
9. The outstanding loans at the closo of the year amounted to 
Rs. 3,21,92,158, but with their present valuation the Corporation are in a 
position to borrow a further crore of rupees, and with the growth of the revenue 
of the town their capacity to borrow will increase yearly. During the past 
year, 21 lakhs were raised at favourable rates, and the year closed with a 
considerable cash balance. Government was unable to accept a proposal made 
during the year to borrow 30 lakhs at 4 per cent. to pay off the balance of the 
present debt to the Imperial Government, which is being paid off by half- 
yearly instalments of princip:l and interest. The whole debt will be cleared 
off in 1909, and as the Corporation is now well able to meet its liabilities, it 
oo better to allow this debt to be paid off in the next few years rather 
than to incur a liability for a further period, when fresh and heavier demands 
are likely to be made on the resources of the Municipality. The income was 
Rs. 1,14,000 better, while the expenditure was Rs. 6,18,000 less, than the 
estimate. The shortage of expenditure is considerable. It is not easy to 
ascertain from the report why all the funds provided for works during the 
year were not expended, but the result was apparently due to the stoppage of 
work on the Suburban Drainage Scheme pending the reference to Mr, Latham. 
The main expenditure on this accvunt, viz. Rs. 6,73,834, was fr works 
executed before the year under report. In reviewing the report for 1900 01, 
the Lieutenant-Governor expressed the hope that the schome for disposing of 
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the suburban and surface drainage, and for providing a continuous 
water-supply, “would be pressed on to completion as rapidly as possible. The 
execution of such important works no doubt requires the fullest consideration 
but it is to be regretted that more has not been done during the year under 
report. Similarly the difficulties with which the Corporation have to contend 
are very great, but it is by their success in overcoming these difficulties, 
and in bringin to a completion the various projects for the improvement of the 
town and suburbs, that the efficiency of the Corporation and the value of the 
new constitution will be judged. 

. Mr. Greer was Chairman throughout the year except for 2} months, 
when Mr. Silk officiated for him, and Mr. Blackwood continued to fill the office 
of Deputy Chairman ; these officers discharged their onerous duties with zeal 
and ability. The thanks of the Acting Lieutenant-Governor are due to them 
and to the other officers of the Corporation, while the valuable services rendered 
throughout the year by the General Committee and the Commissioners in their 
respective spheres merit his cordial acknowledgments.

Read again— 
The Resolution reviewing the Divisional reports on the working of the District Boards 
in Bengal during 1900-1901. 


The number of District Boards and Union.Committees remained unchanged 
during the year, but the number of Local Boards increased from 105 to 106 
owing to the formation of a Local Board in the Alipur subdivision of the 
district of Jalpaiguri. 

2. Constitution of District Boards.—On the 31st March last the 42 District 
Boards contained in all 845 members, against 844 in 1901-1902. The fluctua- 
tions in their composition are slight, and do not call for any remarks, The 
Boards held altogether 640 meetings, or 30 more than in the previous yer. The 
District Board of Saran, as in the previous year, heads the list with 31 meetings : 
Puri stands second with 26, followed by the District Boardsof Faridpur, 
Purnea, and Jalpaiguri with 25, 21 and 20 meetings, respectively. On the 
other hand, the District Boards of Midnapore, l’abna, Hazaribagh, and Pulamau 
held 10, 9, 5, and 10 meetings only, respectively, during the year. In the cases 
of Pabna and Palamau no explanation has been given of the neglect of the 
rule that a meeting should be held at least once a month. In Midnapore it is 
said to be due to the neglect of the Secretary, who has since been removed. 
In Hazaribagh it is explained that there was no necessity for more meetings, 
as the Chairman was unwilling to call the members together merely for the 
transaction of routine business, The Commissioner of Bhagalpur reports that 
there has been a general falling off in tho attendance of official members, and 
that he has taken notice of their default. The number of meetings that had to 
be adjourned and of those that proved abortive for want of a quorum was 47 
against 51 in 1900-1901; 8 of these failures occurred in Puri, 7 in Jalpaiguri, 
and 5 each in Faridpur and Cuttack. 

8. Constitution of Local Boards.—The i106 Local Boards had a total strength 
of 1,268 members, or 6 more than in the previous year. nly trifling 
variations are noticeable in the composition of these Boards. The number of 
meetings held was 1,205, or 24 more than in 1900-1901, of which 203, as 
compared with 198 in the previous year, had to be adjourned or proved abortive 
owing to failure to form a quorum. Forty-eight Local Boards, as against 54 in 
the previous year, failed to meet once a month, and of these, 5, viz., Raniganj, 
Murshidabad, Naugaon, Alipur (Jalpaiguri), and Darbhanga held only 
5 meetings, or less, during the year. The last namod Board was abolished in 
the course of the year. The Gaya Local Board heads the list with 21 meetings 
Kishorganj following close with 20, There was a slight decline in the 
attendance of non-official members. 

4 Elections.—General elections of members were held in the districts of 
Burdwan, Birbhum, Bankura, Hooghly, 24-Parganas, Nadia, Rajshahi, Pabna, 
and Dacca. In some districts, and notably in Burdwan, the elections evoked 
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but little interest ; in some places the elections failed owing to the non-attend- 
ance of the requisite number of voters, and in others to the fact that nominations 
were not received in time, ¢ 

5. Powers of Local Boards.—The only changes in respect of the powers 
delegated to Local Boards were the withdrawal of the management of ferries 
from the Boalia Local Board and of the charge of dispensaries from the Local 
Boards in Bhagalpur. In Purnea the maintenance of some of the district and 
village roads was made over to the Sadar Local Board, while the Subdivisional 
Boards were entrusted with the management of pounds in addition to the 
maintenance of roads. Some of the Local Boards in the Rajshahi Division 
worked unsatisfactorily, and it is doubtful whether they should be retained, 
The Commissioner is requested to consider the subject. 

6. Lnion Committces.—There was no change in the number of Union Com- 
mittees or of their members, but the number of meetings held by them increased 
from 255 to 263. The total income declined from Rs, 19,891 to Rs. 19,204, and 

* the expenditure from Rs. 18,247 to Rs 18,203. Twenty-five out of the fifty- 
six Unions expended the whole, or nearly the whole, amount placed at their 
disposal, while no expenditure was incurred by the Memari, Baddipur, and 
Jara Union Committees, and only a nominal sum by those at Garapata and 
Harinakundu. Four out of the five Union Committees in the district of Balasore 
had no income or assignment made to them under section 56 of the Act, and 
consequently remained inactive during the year. Of these, the Jellasore Com- 
mittee has had a balance of Rs. 30 since the close of the year 1898-99, which 
appears annually in its accounts: if it cannot spend this amount, the District 
Board should resume it. The Union Committees of Pandua, Haripal, and 
Bali iu the district of Hooghly, and all the Union Committees in the districts 
of Khulna and Noakhali are reported to have done good work during the year. 
Elsewhere, however, they had either no opportunity or no desire to make them- 
selves useful. The object of Union Committees is to stimulate local intezest in 
the improvement of areas where population is fairly dense, and one intention of 
the Act was to enable the residents of such areas to supplement the funds 
received from the District Boards by local taxation for the improvement of 
drainage and the supply of drinking-water. These i have not been 
realized, and Government does not propose to extend the system of Union 
Committees except to localities where the residents show signs of a desire to 
1 elp themselves. 

7. Financial resulis—The year opened with a gross credit balance of 
Rs 21,69,657, and the total receipts of the forty-two District Boards from all 
sources amounted during the year to Rs. 80,65,037. The total amount ayail- 
able for expenditure was therefore Rs. 1,02,34,694, of which Rs, 83,11,738 were 
spent. The yeur closed with a credit balance of Rs. 19,22,956.

8. Provincial rates (Rs. 42,19,181).—The amount shown under this head 
represents the proceeds of the road cess, less the cost of collection and revalu- 
ation. Compared with the figures for the previous year, the income derived from 
this source shows a slight decrease, which occurred in all the Divisions with 
the exception of the Presidency, Dacca, and Chittagong Divisions, and which 
was mainly due to the increase of establishment and other collection charges. 
The decrease was largest in Saran, where it is explained to be due to a 
reduction in the amount of arrears recoverable and to greater difficulty 
experienced in collecting them. 

9. Interest (Rs. 40,940).—The cess collections, as stated above, were 
smaller, and this reacted on the realisation of interest. 

10. Police (Ls. 4,81,306).—The number of pounds under the management 
of District Boards increased from 4,252 to 4,330, and the income from them from 
Rs. 4,73,430 to Rs. 4,81,806. There was a considerable decrease in Bhagal- 
pur, which is ascribed partly to the failure to settle several pounds, and partly 
to the receipts for the previous year having been swelled by the realisation 
of arrear rents, It is believed that some private pounds have been started by 
zamindars and enquiries are being made. The income from pounds in the 
Dacca Division is very small, and the subject is under enquiry. The collections 
on the whole improved, and the balances were less than 84 per cent. of the 
demands. They were worst in Orissa, where the arrears were nearly 25 percent. . 
of the demand—a result attributed jto the mismanagement of the 1 Boards. 
The necessity for a continual inspection of pounds remains, and in several 
cases pound-keepers were punished for failure to supply food and water to the 
animals under their charge. 

11. Education (Rs. 81,152).—The receipts under this head increased b. 
Rs. 14,778. The increase is marked in the district of Rajshahi, where it is 
said to be due to larger collections of donations promised towards the Diamond 
Jubilee Industrial School at Boalia. 

12. Medical (Rs. 49,674).—The increase of income under this head by 
Rs. 15,089 is chiefly attributed to larger realisation of subscriptions and contrib. 
utions—a result especially welcome as evincing an increased interest on the 
part of the public in medical charity, which is now more directly under their 
‘own m ment, 

13. Scientific and other Minor Depariments (Rs, 8,825).—The receipts under 
this head declined by Rs. 1,977, chiefly owing to transfer to other beads 
of account. 

_ 14, Miscellaneous (Rs. 2,09,776).—Miscellaneous receipts increased by 
Rs, 24,410. The increase occurred chiefly in the district of Howrah, and was 
due to the transfer of the receipts from the Howrah-Amta Railway, amount- 
ing to Rs. 28,128, to this head. 

15. Irrigation Minor Works and Navigation (Rs. 16,607).—Canal revenue in 
Chittagong increased by Rs. 1,458, the increase being due to higher bids for 


- -¥6. Chvil Works (Rs. 12,28,833)—The receipts under this head, which aro 
derived mainly from ‘Tolls on ferries” and “ Contributions,” declined by 








Rs, 65,108. The falling off is noticeable under both heads, The income 

from ferries will Sooty decrease as er are extended, and this cause 
accounts for the reduction in many districts. In other cases, as in Cuttack, the 
decrease was due to'the payment of deposits in the previous year. Inspections 
of ferries were conducted as usual and disclosed some causes for complaint, 
which, it is hoped, will be avoided in future. The receipts from contrib-— 
utions, principally from Government, vary from year to year according to the 
provincial works entrusted to District Boards for execution. In the year 
under review they fell short of the amcunt received during the previous year 
by Rs. 45,295, ‘ 

17. Contributions (Rs. 5,65,188).—The annual contributions made b 
Government to equalise the assets and charges of the several District Boards 
were less than the amount contributed in 1900-1901 by Rs. 59,299. 

18. Deposits and Advances (Rs. 11,68,132).—The sums deposited as 
security for the payment of revenue by ferry farniers, contractors and others, 
and the recoveries and adjustments on account of advances made from District 
Funds increased by Rs. 7,81,122, The increase, though large, was due to 
casual variations, 


EXPENDITURE. 


19, Administration (Re. 2,94,244).—The expenditure under this head in- 
creased by Rs, 13,985. The increase is chiefly attributed to grants of annual 
increments to employés and heavier expenditure on account of travelling 
allowances and office contingencies. ; 

20. Police | Ks. 24,969).—There was an increase of Rs. 3,140 in the expen- 
diture on cattle-pounds. The increase was largest in Gaya due to the renewal 
and repairs of pound-sheds. In other districts costs were incurred in recovering 
arrears, which should not have accrued if the rules had been observed. 

21, Marine (iis. 9,856).—The small decrease of Rs. 476 occurred in Pabna, 
Malda, and Noakhali—three out of the four districts which show expenditure 
under this head. The expenditure is for the subvention of private steamer 
services. 

22, Education (Rs. 18,31,926).—There was a net increase of Rs 40,679 in 
the expenditure of District Boards under this head, which was shared by all 
classes of schools. There was a decrease in direct expenditure on primar 
schools which was more than compensated by the increase in grants in-aid. Te 
is intended to largely add to the grants from public revenues fur the extension 
of primary education. : 

The number of Sub-Inspectors employed by District Boards during the year 
remained the same, but the number of Inspecting Pandits decreased from 438 to 
422, Of schools maintained by District Boards, the number of high schools 
remained unchanged, but there was a decrease of 6 inthe number of middle 
schools, ‘The number of upper primary and lower primary schools and 
industrial schools also remained unaltered. Of schools aided by District Boards, 
the number of high schools, middle schools, and industrial schools decreased 
hy 7, 10, and 2, respectively, but the number of upper and lower primary 
and other schools increased by 125, 447, and 19, respectively. The total number 
of girls undergoing tuition in the schools aided by District Boards were 4,193 
in mi primary and 48,488 in lower primary schools. 

The Director of Public Instruction, in noting on the educational work 
of District Boards in the Annual Report on Education, has observed that 
the Boards generally worked in harmony with the Department, and accepted 
the suggestions of the Deputy Inspectors “Where the Local Boards have been 
given charge of primary education, difficulties have arisen, and in the opinion 
of the Lieutenant-Governor it would be well for District Roards to keep the 
control of this Department in their own hands. 

Vacancies in the post of Sub-Inspector occurred in the districts of Khulna, 
Dinajpur, Rangpur, Pabna, Faridpur, Backer, unge, Gaya, Mozaffarpur, 
Darbhanga, Monghyr, Balasore, an Hazaribagh, to all of which, with the 
exception of those in Muzaffarpur, Darbhanga, and Hazaribagh, qualified 
Muhammadans were appointed. Jn the case of Dinajpur and Backergunge out 
of two and three vacancies, respectively, one in the former and two in the 

latter were couferred vpon Muhammadans. 
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; Schools.—The changes to note under this héad 
Kishor Technical School at M mensingh was reopened during the year in a re- 
modelled form, and the Barisal Technical School wasamalgamated with the local 

uilla school. The District Board of Mymensingh granted a scholarship to a boy 

attending the Sericultural School at Rampur Boalia, and the District Boards of 

Patna and Malda gave stipends for the training of students in the Sibpur En- 

“parked College. The Bhagalpur District Board granted eight scholarships of 
8. 8 a month tenable for three years and a half to boys studying inthe Bihar 

School of Engineering, The Patan, Shahvbad, Muzaffarpur and Darbhanga 

District Boards sent up students with scholarships to the Veterinary College 

at Belgachia. The Cuttack District Board provided three scholarships for 
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technical education in the Jobra Workshop. Another industrial school was 
opened in Balasore during the year, making a total of three, out of which one 
only is aided by the Board, Carpentry, needle-work, and the use of. the 
fly-shuttle loom are taught in these schools. The District Board of Noakhali 
sanctioned a monthly subsidy of Rs. 25 to the local Madrassa, The Districs 
Board of Chittagong aided two Sanskrit éé/s with stipends of Rs. 15 and Rs. 10 
each a month. ‘The Industrial School at Hurlong in Hazaribagh was abolished 
during the year. : 

In circular No. 17T.--G., dated the 31st October 1901, the Chairmen of 
certain District Boards were requested to report the progress made in extendin 
the use of the fly-shuttie loom. It does not appear from the reports ecelrad 
that any real progress has been made in any district except in Noakhali, In 
Pabna a loom has been set up by some pleaders. 

The encouragement of female education continued to receive attention 
from the Boards, and, as usual, those bodies provided scholarships for the 
training of female students in medical schools. 

23. Medical (Ks. 4,41,939).—Tho expenditure under this head decreased 
by Rs. 17,483, the decrease occurring chiefly in the Patna Division. The 
decrease is satisfactory, because the expenditure incurred by the District Boards 
of Patna and Gaya in the previous year was largely swollen by the adoption of 
measures to check the progress of plague and the decrease nfeans that these 
Measures were not necessary to the same extent last year, 

District Boards continued to afford gratuitous medical relief to local- 
ities affected with cholera and malarial fever. It is stated that eucalyptus 
oil, which was distributed by the District Board with instructions for its 
administration, afforded much relief in cholera cases in Faridpur, Tne Pasteur 
Institute at Kasauli continued to receive coutributions from District 
Boards. 

There was an increase of 17 in the number of dispensaries maintained 
by District Boards, and of Rs. 13,942 in the cost incurred in their maintenance, 
the District Board of Backergunge, as in previous years, maintaining the 

est number of dispensaries, viz., 34. ‘The number of dispensaries aided by 
District Boards increased by six and the contributions to those dispensaries by 
Rs. 28,928. The District Board of Faridpur aided the largest number of dispen- 
saries, 15 in all, 

24, Sanitation (Rs. 85,728).—The expenditure under this head increased 
by Rs. 4,579, the increase bein largest in Gaya. The sanitary works 
undertaken during the year were of the same nature as those noticed in the last 
Resolution. The system of cleansing villages and rural towns, inaugurated by 
the Patna Sadar Local Board during the previous year, was continued during 
the year and 67 villages are reported to have been cleansed. The work done 
consisted mainly in the removal of filth and rank vegetation and the filling 
up of ditches and hollows, and it was carried out under the Supervision of 
the members of the Patna District Board. Further details as to the scheme 
will be obtained, as it appears to promise good results at a small cost, 

25. Veterinary charges (Rs. 17,243).—The charges under this head show 
an increase of Rs, 7,419, the increase being largest in Patna, where the District 

contributed to the Patna Municipality the sum of Rs. 417, being a moiety 
of the costs incurred in the maintenance of a veterinary dispensary at that 
place and in the employment of a Veterinary Assistant. The Board also 
imported two Australian bulls at a cost of Rs. 1,000, and spent Rs. 1,248 
on the acquisition of land and construction of stables, Veterinary 
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dispensaries were opened during the at Suri and Bogra. 
barpital was also established at Tatekeage under the auspices 
Municipality, to which the District Board contributed one-sixth of - 
maintenance charges. Veterinary Assistants were employed during 
by eleven District Boards, and six Boards oe ea means of sch i 
for the training of students at the Belgachia liege. Cattle-disease 
broke out during the year in an epidemic form in two o the thanas of the 
Khulna district. A Veterinary Inspector was deputed for the.inoculation of 
cattle with anti-rinderpest serum, and it is reported that the results were, on 
the whole, satisfactory in one of the thanas, The Veterinary Dispensary at 
Champaran had to be closed during the year, as the Board was not able to 
obtain the services of an efficient substitute in the place of the Veterinary 
Assistant who had resigned his post. 

26. Civil Works (Rs. 46,85,791)—The total =pones shows an increase 
of Rs. 1,49,050, which occurred under all the sub-heads, except repairs of 
buildings and communications, establishment, and contingencies. There was a 
considerable increase in the expenditure on original works. A decreased 
expenditure in some districts was due to a change of classification introduced 
during the year under which the expenditure on Provincial roads and 
civil buildings, which was hitherto shown under this head, is now 
debited to ‘ Deposits.” The chief works taken in hand by the several 
District Boards were the construction of an office for the District Board of 
Dacca at an estimated cost of Rs. 66,408, the metalling of a portion of the 
road leading from Berhampore to Kandi at an estimated cost of Rs. 51,750 
(it is noticed with regret that the arrangements for this work were not 
satisfactory), the construction of the azarat-Jandaha-Mahnar road in 
Muzaffarpur at an estimated cost of Rs, 31,670, the improvement of the 
Motihari-Maisai road and the Motihari-Tetaria road at an estimated cost 
of Rs. 3,01,739, and the construction of six pontoon bridges in Darbhanga 
at a cost of Rs. 42,625 and of a screw pile bridge on the Sakri road in the same 
district at a cost of Rs. 80,102, 

97. It i satisfactory to note that the amount speut on water-supply 
and water-works (columns 78 and 79 of Form III) advanced from Rs. 1,14,268 
to Rs. 1,56,130, the increase being largest in Tippera. The works undertaken 
under this head were, as usual, the re-excavation of tanks and the construction 
and repair of wells, The District Boards of Shahabad and Bhagalpur 
contributed Rs. 4,500 and Rs. 5,000, respectively, towards the maintenance 
of the water-works of the town. In Chittagong water-pipes were laid from 
the Sambhunath Temple to Sitakund Bazar at a cost of Rs. 5,000, which 
was contributed by Raja Sreenath Roy Bahadur and his brothers, It 
appears that in the districts of the Presidency Division the Boards are not able 
to spend as much as they are willing to allot for the improvement of tanks, as 
the zawindars refuse to agree to the terms imposed by the Boards for the main- 
tenance of tanks after re-excavation. Government regrets that such obstacles 
should be placed in the way of the District Bo: in the much-needed 
improvement of village water-supply, and hopes that the Commissioner will 
find a way to overcome the opposition of the zamindars, or modify the 
demands of the Boards. The expenditure on water-supply in this Division 
was only Rs. 11,862, which compares unfavourably with the Rs. 49,411 spent 
in the Dacca Division. The Acting Lieutenant-Governor is dis to 
agree with the Commissioner of Bhagalpur that the duty of the Distric. 
Boards is to provide for water-supply along the main roads, as has been done 
in Monghyr, and that the improvement of tanks and wells in villages is more 
specially the duty of zamindars and local residents. He would welcome such 
expenditure whenever it can be made on satisfactory conditions for the main- 
tenance of the works, and would suggest that the small funds available would 
be best spent in contributions in aid of local efforts, where a supply of good 
water is not otherwise obtainable. 

28. Since the close of the year 1900-1901 Commissioners have been 
appointed to carry out the scheme for the removal of the obstructions to the 
drai of the Chalan Bil and for draining the tract known as the Cheriol 
Bil, lying within the districts of Pabna and Rajshahi, For the first named 
project an Engineer has been appointed by Government for the preparation 
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of the scheme, and for the latter the District Engineer has prepared one 
which is under the consideration of the Commissioners. 

29. Roads,—During the year 8,666 roads, with a total length of 
44,472 miles, were maintained by the several District Boards at a total 
cost of Rs. 32,02,917, as against Rs, 30,01,378 spent in the preceding year. 
There was an increase of 2,864 miles of roads, and the Acting Lieutenant- 
Governor is disposed to regard this increase with some doubt, as in some 
districts the number of roads under the Boards is already more than they 
can maintain properly. Of the total length, 3,170 miles were metalled, 
24,406 miles unmetalled, and yillage roads accounted for 16,895 miles 
against 3,425, 22,570, and 15,611 miles, respectively, in the year 1900-1901. 
Of the total cost incurred on metalled roads, Rs, 2,15,187 ‘were expended 
on original works and Rs. 7,79,624 on repairs, and of that incarred 
on unmetalled roads Rs. 9,14,952 were spent on original works, and Rs, 9,39,241 
on repairs. The expenditure on account of metalled roads was highest in 
Burdwan, Rs. 96,581, Midnapore coming next with Rs. 85,865. There are 
said to be no metalled roads within the jurisdiction of the District Board 
of Palamau though it has not been explained what has become of the four 
roads of this class with a total length of 26 miles which were shown in last 

ear’sreport. The cost mile of district metalled roads was highest in 
owrah (Rs. 1,295), and lowest in Malda (Rs, 42), and that of unmetalled 
roads was again highest in Howrah (Rs. 438) and lowest in Nadia (Rs. 14). 
The Inspector of Works should be directed to watch the expenditure in Howrah 
and in other districts where it may appear unduly high. The cost per mile of 
village roads varied from Rs. 115 in Backergunge to Rs. 6 in Champaran. 

30. Miscellaneous Public Improvements,—With the exception of Chittagong, 
all the District Boards incurred expenditure in planting and maintaining trees 
on the sides of roads. Working plans for arboricultural operations for the period 
of five years, commencing from 1902-1903, have, in accordance with the orders 
of Government, been prepared in the majority of the districts, though the reports 
submitted by the Commissioners of the Dacca and Chittagong Divisions do 
not furnish any information on the subject. 

81. Railway feeder roads.—The construction of new roads as feeders to 
railways and the maintenance of existing feeder roads continued to receive 
attention from District Boards. So far as can be gathered from the reports, 
the total amount spent on this object was Rs. 3,20,119, but the information is 
not complete, The District Boards of the Patna, Chota Nagpur, and Orissa 
Divisions were specially active in constructing these classes of roads, while 

od work was done in Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Monghyr, and Bhagalpur 

istricts. The works in connection with the feeder roads in Rangpur and 
Bogra, for which Government made contributions of Rs. 5,000 and Rs. 60,000, 
respectively, were in progress during the year; but the feeder-road from 
Jamalganj railway station to Itakhola in Bogra, and the Goborchapa feeder 
road in Rajshahi, for which contributions amounting to Ks. 16,000 and 
Rs. 16,800, eae rttg i were made from the Provincial Revenues, could not be 
taken in hand. The due provision of such roads is a subject that is receiving 
the close attention of Government, and the Acting Lieutenant-Governor is glad 
to find that local bodies are not backward in a matter that is one of the 
greatest importance to the development of the country. 

82, Railways und Tramways.—The scheme for the construction of a steam 
tramway on the existing road from Barasat to Basirhat has now been finally 
acce, and a revised provisional eement entered into between the 
District Board and Messrs. Martin ital Dotupany, the promoters of the Rail- 
way. The proposal for the construction of a steam tramway from 
Memari to Chakdigi has been abandoned, The extension of the Howrah- 
Amta Light Railway from Jagatballabpur to Champadanga with a branch 
from Autpur to Rajbalhat has recently been sanctioned by Government. A 
project for a tramway between Dacca and Sealo, opposite Goalundo, is under 
consideration. Some progress is reported to have been made in the construc- 
tion of a light railway between Buktiarpur and Bihar, and the negotiations 
for the construction of tramways in Saran have reached a further stage. In 
Purnea it is proposed to start a steam tramway between the civil station and 
the city. ‘Tle question of the extensioa of Light Railways with the assistance 
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of private enterprise is under the consideration of Government; The experience.

33. Contributions (Rs. 2,24,858).—The coutributions made by . District 
Boards towards the cost of the Police force employed at plague camps, refund

This is satisfactory, 
ns the closing balances are swollen br the- pacts isle i of the, special grant 
of five lakhs from Government, and there must, therefore, have been a greater 
expenditure of the regular income of the Boards, than in the preceding year,’ 
In, several districts, however, it is reported that the full programme. of\ works 
could not be carried out owing to failure of contractors and, other causes, 
The closing balance was more than one-third of the year’s income in Dacca, 
Faridpur, Dinajpur, Shahabad, Darbhanga, and Palamau. In the four latter 
districts the large balances have been accounted for, but no explanation. on 
the subject has been furnished in the cases.of Dacca and Faridpur and this will 
be asked for, : 

36. Amendment of the Bengal Local Self-Government Act-—In the Resolution 
for the year 1897-98, it was stated that, in view of the famine and the measures. 
soeateed to guard against plague, it was not considered advisable at that juncture 
to proceed with the Bill to amend. the Local Self-Government ‘Act, Since 
then further proposuls for the amendment of the Act have been considered, 
Opportunity has also been taken to remove defects and omissions in the Act, 
pat a Bill is now ready for submission to the Government of India, 

37. In the penultimate paragraph of the Resolution for 1900-1901, it was 
stated that a grant of Rs. 5,00,000 had been. made from Provincial Revenues 
for the improvement of communications in the. several Divisions of Bengal. 
The reports from the Commissioners of Divisions show that the allotments 
were satisfactorily made, and the money distributed with due consideration 
for the relative needs of each district. “ About one-third of the amount was 
allotted for feeder roads, about the same amount for bridges, about one-fifth 
for extensions of communications, and the balance for me ing existing roads, 
it was found possible to renew the grants during the current year, and a second 
assignment of five lakhs of rupees has been made from Provincial Revenues, 

38. The question of roviding fora more efficient professional control over 

the civil works undertaken by District Boards, which was referred to in paragra: 
34 of the Resolution on the working of the Boards for the year 1900-1901, 
was decided by the revision of the rules under clauses @ (2) and (m) of section 
138 of the Bengal Local. Self-Government Act, so a8 to admit of an increase of 
the control exercised by the Inspector of Works, the enhancement of the Inspec- 
tor’s influence with the Boards, the maintenance of a standard of qualification 
for the post of District Engineer, and the establishment of a closer audit of 
accounts. 

89. The District Boards continue to administer the large funds entrusted 
to them with care and efficiency, and the work of the year shows consider- _ 
able progress in all Departments, The income increased by about seven lakhs 
and the expenditure by epee’ § ten lakhs of rupees. The Commissioner of 
Bhagalpur reports that the roads in his Division have improved, and the Acting 
Lieutenant-Governor would be glad to see in future reports some further 
record of the personal observations of the Commissioners as to the results of the 
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-work carried out by the Boards, It is satisfactory to find that, all Commis: 
Toned ube that Tha members of the District Boards have continued to show 
interest in their work, and to co-operate loyally with the executive in promoting 
efficiency. ‘The only dissentient note comes from Orissa, where the Commis- 
sioner bewails the growing decrease of public interest in District Boards, as 
evidenced by the apathy shown in seeking for membership, and by the falling 
off in the attendance of members. It is possible that this result in Orissa is due 
to the inelasticity of the revenue, but a revision of the cess valuation is now in 
in this Division, and, with an increase in the revenue and greater 
opportunities for action, it is hoped that the interest of the District Boards will 
revive, and that they will prove equal to the work of providing for an advanc- 
ing population’ 4 general increase of wealth in the districts, The reports 
as to Local Boards is less favourable except in the Patna Division. It is to be 
that the problem of devolution of duties to these local bodies has not 
been satisfactorily solved. ‘hat Local Boards can be useful is shown by. the 
example of those in the Patna Division and ofthe Sadar Local Board of the 
24-Parganas, but it is possible that, considering the small funds available they 
can only be worked satisfactorily where actiye Chairmen or Vice-Chairmen are 
available. The Acting Lieutenant-Governor hopes that the local officers will do 
all that is possible to increase the efficiency of these institutions.

Report on the Early Cotton Crop of Bengal, 1902. 


Explanatory.—This note furnishes the estimates of the 
area and outturn of the early cotton crop which is sown 
during the rains and is harvested in winter. In February 
next will be published a forecast of the late cotton crop of 
the Province, which is sown at the close of the rainy season 
and harvested in the hot weather. 

2. Character of the season—The early eotton crop is 

rincipally grown in the Chittagong Hill Tracts and in the 

Uistricte of the Bhagalpur, Orissa, and Chota Nagpur 

Divisions. In all these districts, except the Chittagong 

a Hill Tracts, the rainfall in June was greatly in defect, while 

in July the fall was practically atonal all over the Province. 

In the following month tie fall was again deficient every- 

where, except in Cuttack and Puri, while in September there 

was heavy rain in all the districts, except the Chittagong 

Hill Tracts and districts of the Orissa Division. There was 

little or no rain in October, when the crop was in flower or 

pod, and November has been literally a rainless month. 

‘Thus the season has been anything but favourable to the 
early cotton crop, 

8. Area sown.—It will be seen from the appended state- 
ment which summarises the district returns, that the normal 
area under early cotton in these Provinces is estimated at 
79,800 acres. ‘The area actually sown this year is estimated 
at 67,700 acres against 72,500 acres of the past year. Tho 
decrease is probably attributable to the competition of 
imported cotton twists in the market and to the consequent 
\_- wnremunerative character of the industry. 

4, Charaster of ths crop.—From the annexed abstract 
of the district returns, it will be observed that out of the a 
15 districts which grow early cotton, only two, namely, 
Monghyr and Bhagalpur, report a normal crop. Midnapore, 





the Sonthal Parganas, Cuttack, Balasore, Manbhum, and 
Singhbhum have returned a crop of between ¥0 and 100 per 
cent. Hazaribagh anticipates an outturn of 81 per cent.; 
Puri and Ranchi 75 per cent. each; Jalpaiguri and Angul 55 
per cent. each; Palamau 60 per cent., while in the chief 
cotton-growing area in the Province, viz., the Chittagong Hill 
Tracts, the outturn is estimated as low as 40 per cent. of an 
average crop, The outturn for the Province as a whole 
amounts, according to the district returns, to only 77 per 
cent. of a normal crop. ‘This may be accepted as the 
probable outturn. 

5. Gross outturn,—The total yield of the early cotton crop 
this year is estimated at 5,287,400 lbs,, against 4,986,700 lbs. 
produced last year. The average yield of the preceding 
eight years amounted to 6,495,000 lbs,

Kk Final Forecast of the Winter Rice crop of Bengal, 1902. 


ie Character of the Season.—The rainfall of the season, from 
at May to November, is even in Appendix II of this forecast, : 
The ante-monsoon owers were exceptionally heavy, 
especially in Eastern Bengal, but the monsoon lee late, 
and the fall in June was short, the deficiency being most 
marked in Bihar and Chota Nagpur. July brought good 
rain though there was defect in of Bihar and Lower 
Bengal. On the other hand, the fall was excessive in Orissa 
and parts of Eastern Bengal, In August the fall was 








deficient in Bihar, Chota Nagpur, and in parts of the Burd- 
wan and Presidency Divisions, but was good elsewhere. In 
the following month, however, there was koh rain in 
Bihar and Chota Nagpur, and in Northern Bengal the fall 
was greatly in excess of the normal, while elsewhere it was, 
on the whole, slightly in defect. October was unusually dry 
almost all over the Province, so that the monsoon may be’ — 
‘said to have terminated in Septemiber. November has been 
literally a rainless month. On the whole, the season, 
though capricious, has not been unfavourable to the winter 
rice crop. 

Area sown.—The normal area under the winter rice 
crop in this Province is estimated at 29,879,300 acres. The 
area actually sown this year is estimated at 29,307,900 acres, 
as compared with 27,175,400 acres sown last year, the 
increase being due to seasontible weather during trans- 
plantations. 

Character of the Crop.—From the summary of the dis- 
trict. returns ~~ in Appendix I, it will be seen that 
Birbhum, Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Jalpai i, Darjecling, Rang- 
ur, Bogra, Dacca, Faridpur, haat. Chittagong, 

amparan, Purnea, Malda, Sonthal Parganas, and Manbhum 
estimate an outturn of 100 per cent., or over. In twelve dis- 
tricts (24-Parganas, Khulna, Mymensingh, Tippera, Noakhali 
Gaya, Shahabad, Muzaffarpur, Bhagalpur, Cuttack, Puri, and 
Singbhum) the estimate varies between 90 and 99 per cent,, 
and in six it varies from 80 to 89 per cent. In nine others 
the outturn is estimated at between 70 and 79 per cent., 
while the remaining two districts show an outturn below 60°‘ 
per cent. Since the submission of the preliminary forecast 
of this crop in October last, prospects have deteriorated in 20 
districts, haye remained unchanged in thirteen (Murshidabad, 
Khulna, Rajshahi, Dinajpur, Jalpaiguri, Darjeeling, Dacca, 
Faridpur, Backergunge, Noakhali, Champaran, Purnea, and 
Hazaribagh), and have improved slightly in twelve districts 
(Rangpur, Bogra, Tippera, Patna, Gaya, Shahabad, Saran, 
Monghyr, Bhagalpur, Manbhum, Muzaffarpur,and Darbhanga). 
Had it not been for the deficiency of the October rains, the 
crop would haye been much above the average. In the first 
forecast of this crop issued in October, I anticipated a normal 
outturn for the Province as a whole, if the rest of the season 
were favourable and especially if the Hathiya rains in Bihar 
did not fail. But the October rains pecnelly failed, and 
the final estimates now made by the District Officers give 
an outturn of only 94 per cent. for the whole Province, 
which may be accepted. 

Gross rai es the Provincial outturn at 94 per 
cent,, as estimated by me, the gross outturn for the Province 
will aniount to about 303,605,900 cwts. this year, as com- 
pared with an estimated outturn of 921,618,200 ewts. in 
1901,
